here on February 11. 

The major problem delaying the 
establishment of the commissions 
centred on whether they should be 
given precise mandates or whether 
they should be free to choose their 
own subjects for negotiations. 

Conference sources sald the latter 
course was adopted, in line with 
the wishes of the industrialised 
countries, but representatives of the

at the January 26 meeting. 

Militant oll producers and most 
of the developing world wanted the 
mandates to be specific so that 
the commissions could not be side- 
tracked from discussing the contro- 
versiai subject of indexation.

VIENNA. — The Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries left 
the price of oil unchanged atits an. 


nual end meeting yesterday, ‘but tary 


did not rule out another price in- 
erease when the present freeze ex- 
pires on June 30. 

The international oil cartel also 
retained the U.S. dollar for oil-price 
quotation. 

When they met here at the end 
of September the 13 OPEC oi! min- 
isters had raised the price 10 per 
cent — to $11.51 a barrel — for 
the so-called “marker grade,” Saudi 
Arabian light crude. 

The ministers had then said the 
price would be frozen until June 
30, 1976. 

“We are helping 'the world econ- 
omy by keeping the price of oil 
frozen until next July,” Iranian Oil 
Minister Jamshid Amouzegar told 
newsmen after yesterday's meeting. 

“Only until July?" he was asked. 
He did mot answer. 

With the price of oil frozen until 
June 30, and ‘the stronger dollar 
safe from attack, the meeting of 
the oil ministers’ OPEC cartel was 
‘routine. 

An OPEC spokesman said the 
agenda consisted mainly of internal 
Matters such as the budget and a 
Planned move to a new, larger se- 
eretarlat building. 

The U.S. dollar has strengthened 
so much recently that it was not 
even on the meeting’s agenda, the 
spokesman said. 

OPEC was reluctant to say s0, 


but the OPEC decision to switch 
from dollars to Special Drawing 
Rights of the International Mone- 
Fund appeared to be buried, 
at least for the time being. 

{The ministers at thelr June meet- 
ing in Libreville, Gabon, faced with 
a dollar falling in value, had τε- 
solved to protect thelr ail revenues 
by switching 'to the artificial cur- 
rency, which is based on a basket 
of 16 currencies, including the 
dollar. At Gabon the ministers had 
said they would implement the de- 
cision af a future meeting: they 
have yet to do so.) 

In Paris, meanwhile, the execu- 
tive board of the International 
Energy Agency (IEA) agreed to 
propose to member governments an 
olf floor-price of seven dollars 2 
barrel, board chairman Etienne Da- 
vignon said. 

The floor price is a minimum 
safeguard rate which industrial 
countries want to set as.a means 
of protecting their investments in 
developing their own energy re- 
sources.

At the height of the Indochina 
wars, the U.S. had about 50,000 
men stationed at seven bases in 
Thailand, with some 750 aircraft. 
But following a phased withdrawal 
during the last 18 months, only 
13,500 U.S. servicemen are left in 
the country — at a headquarters in 
Bangkok and three air bases. 


About 45 U.S. military aircraft, 
such as helicopters and light planes 
used for ferrying officers, are left.

THE HISTADRUT'S decision last week to reject the proposed 
wage freeze in the civil service provides the first test-case 
facing the Treasury in the presentation of its three-year plan 


This plan constitutes a radical departure from our own cus- 
tomary version of iissez-faire. In the past every sector had 
its way, none: was penalised. ΤῈ one union achieved a wage 
rise, 80 did every other union, in a chain-reaction whose cost 
wags the ever-gaping trade deficit. 

‘Everyone agrees that this must stop. The question is whether 
each interest-group is ready to accept the implications when 
its own benefits are affected. The civil service is an example, 
and an important one, because the temptation to placate such 
@ powerful section of the labour force could seriously erode 
the country’s prospects of economic recovery. 

The first reason for standing up to the claims of the civil 
service union is that there is no provision in the Estimates to 
pay for it. Since the Government cannot undertake deficit 
financing (beyond the IL2,700m. already built into the budget), 
any wage increase must be at the expense of other expenditure 
items, which would mean a further reduction in the social 
services — and should mean a larger number of dismissals in 


The second reason is that despite all the talk of squeezing 
the services, the sacrifice demanded of the public employees is 
not as great as it seems. The private sector is admittedly free 
ents. They may even embody a 
nominal pay rise, with the laudable intention of augmenting 
the attraction of industrial employment. 

And indeed that could happen — in some branches. It cannot 
happen in all, for the economy is moving towards a recession 
on the domestic front. Not only the budget is frozen, so is 
the national income. Any increase agreed by the Histedrut 
and the Manufacturers Association will not occur automatically 
in the welter of industrial, housing and other companies which 
have to sell their products in the open market. 

Whatever wage rises they schedule will be 2 pious aspiration 
— a target for export companies, maybe, and other growth 
sectors. But if we take the average for all business concerns 
in the country, wages will not go up in 1976. 

The civil service, for its part, is immune to market forces. 
Tf the authorities permit an increase in official salaries, it 
will take place whatever happens, and the taxpayer must 
finance it. The end-result is that the ratio of civil service 
and industrial wages will change in the wrong direction, to 
the further detriment of industry and the further advantage 


That is why no increases should be permitted in the public 
sector. In the private sector the average wage is frozen by 
market forces. In the civil service the 


Conscientious officials in the public service may be sceptical. 
Could the proposed wage halt — for them and them only — 
be a trick to deprive them of their rights? 

The policy admits of being tested; there is a method of 
making sure. Let them wait and see how wages develop in 
the economy at large during the year ahead, before deciding 
to press for their own adjustments. In that manner they can 
satisfy themselves that the balance between the two sectors 
remains after all (as it will) broadly unchanged.

Irishman who was 
adviser to four Presidents, Am- 
bassador to an antipathetic In- 
dia, and a Harvard professor, 
took over last July. 

Moynihan lost little time in 
making his presence felt. He 
previewed his oratorical future 
when he talked to a San Fran- 
cisco labour audience about 
President Idi Amin of Uganda as 
a ‘‘racist murderer." 
Washington raised its eyebrows, 
however, when ‘he declared it 
was ‘‘no accident,” that Amin 
had become President of the

The additional 
remark affronted the 45 African 
members of the UN. 

He shifted into oratorical high 


-gear when the General 


Assembly voted 72-35 for a 
resolution equating Zionism with 
racism. He called the measure

The effect of Moynihan's blunt 
talking was reflected in a-speech 
made privately by British Am- 
bassador Ivor Richard, who,

I think it wise for the Jewish Agen- 
ty to publish in the local press exact- 
ly what benefits and privileges new 
immigrants receive and from where 
the money comes. I feel this would 
dispel the wild ideas some Israelis 
have, curtail the exaggeration 
and decrease the resentment new 
immigrants are apt to encounter.

NO PHARMACY

MOYNIHAN introduced an 
Assembly measure calling for 
the release of political prisoners 
in all countries. Sponsored by 
the United States alone and in- 
troduced without prior consulta- 
tion with even Washington's 
closest allies, its proposed 
amendments threatened such a 
distortion that it was withdrawn 
before the vote — a step un- 
precedented for a U.S.-backed 
resolution. 

Moynihan then was reported 
on the verge of resigning. He 
Called an urgent news con- 
ference, then cancelled it at the 
last moment without explana- 
tion. He took off for Washington 
and returned to announce that 
President Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger ‘asked 
me to stay on and continue what 
we have been doing." 

Despite this evidence of. con- 
fidence, diplomatic sources 
pointed out that his predecessor, 
Ambassador John Scali, too, had 
been lauded in Washington 
shortly before he was replaced 
by Moynihan. Political analysts 
speculated that, regardless of 
personal feeling, the White 
House could not afford to let 
Moynihan go, following a top- 
echelon shakeup that involved 
the CIA, the Defence Depart- 
ment and Kissinger himself.
